Lansing, March 28.—As the prosecu­ 
tion of the conspiracy case of Gen. 
Marsh proceeds it is more and more 
evident that the defense hopes to win 
on technical points, if it has any hope 
of winning at all. 
The Idea is becom­ 
ing more and more general that the 
defense has little or no evidence to 
otTer in the way of clearing up the 
suspicions that the testim ony of the 
state has cast about the accused. 


For some reason the itupression pre­ 
vails that the defendant will not go on

The first im p o r ta n t c h a n g e is m ade 
in section 3, in which th e in h a b ita n ts 
are described as "citizens of 
P o r to 
Kico. and as such entitled to th e p r o ­ 
tection of the United States," w h e re a s 
in the old bill they w ere designated 
as “citizens of the United States.” 
Im p o r ts In to P o r to llic o . 


The following provision is 
su b sti­ 
tuted for section 8 in re g a rd to articles 
im ported into P orto liieo from ports 
outside the United States: 


"T h at on and after the pnssnpe of this 
net the same tariffs, customs and duties 
Bhnll be levied, eollected and paid upon 
nil articles Imported Into Porto Rico from 
ports other than those 
of 
the 
United 
Slates which are required by law to bo 
collecied upon articles Imported Into the 
United States 
from 
foreign 
countries: 
I’rovided. that on all coffee In the bean 
or ground Imported Into Porto Rico there 
shall be levied and collected a duty of 
five cents per pound, any law or part of 
law to the contrary notwithstanding; and 
provided further, that nil Spanish sclen- 
titlc. literary and artistic works, not sub­ 
versive of public order In Porto Rico, shall 
lie admitted free of duty Into Porto Rico 
f<»r a period of ten years, reckoning from 
the eleventh day of April. 1S'.»9, as provided 
In said treaty of peace between th e l.’nlted 
States and Si»aln. 
And provided further, 
that all books and pamphlets printed In 
the English language shall be admitted 
into Porto Rico free of duty when im­ 
ported from the United States.”

South Bend, March 28.“ T he St. Jo- 
eeph and E lk h art Power coiupany Mon­ 
day mornln;^ began actual work upon a 
dam which will be constructed across 
the St. Joseph river just above iJeu 
Island. 
This Island is located about 
six and a half miles above South Bend 
and two miles and a half aoove M uh- 
awaka. 
A force of 
some 20 men in 
charge of Mr. Lang, of New i’oricclty, 
an engineer who has general charge of 
the com pany’s construction interests, 
and Charles H. Pavey, of South Bend, 
well known as an hydraulic engineer, 
went to the site of the prospective dam 
Monday m orning and work has started. 


The company will build a 21 foot 
dam.

A Baotor ambulance is set down at 
the latest thing In horielesa vehiclei 
and one that has just been put in oper­ 
ation by St. Vincent’s hospital, New 
York, is said by its maker to be the 
first automobile ambulance to bo built 
and put In service In this or any other 
country. “An ambulance of this kind,” 
he says, “possesses many advantages 
over Its horse drawn prototype. 
A 
greater speed Is attainable; there Is 
more ease and safety for the patient; 
it may be stopped within it.*» own length 
when running at full speed, and on ac-

The gears in use are an adaptation 
of the carrioge gear, but improved and 
made Identical with the pedeatal gear 
used on loeomotivea. The wheels ar« 
of wood, and are furnished with three> 
inch solid rubber tires. The rear wheels 
are 42 inches, and the front wheels 3C 
inches in diameter. The motors which 
drive the rear wheels are mount«»d on 
the rear axle. 
The steering is done 
with th(* front wheels by means of a 
small handle clone to the driver. Un­ 
der the body. In a box, is carried the 
44 cell storage battery, which hasstifD- 
ciellt power to drive the vehicle 25 
miles on one charge, and at a rate of 
speed varied by a controller from a 
slow walk to 15 mile« an hour. 


The ambulance, as described by the 
New York Tribune, is trimmed Inside 
with leather, and has room for two 
patients beiii<les the surgeons. T%venty 
candle power lamps are tixed at either 
Hide of the drlvpr’s seat, nntl another 
lamp of the same power is placed in the 
roof and lights the Interior. Tho win­ 
dows and the back door arc* plate glass. 
A new feature about the ambulance 
la the bed. This is arranged so that it 
may be pulled out and still remain a t­ 
tached t<i the body of the ambulance. 
When the vehicle backs up to the side­ 
walk the bed is drawn out and rests 
like a shelf over the sidewalk: when the 
patient has been lifted to It the shelf 
is moved back into its place. 


The new ambulance is supplied with 
all the modern fittings, and on a trial 
run it made a 14-mile t rip to the perfect 
satisfaction of the builders.
